Washington-President _Eisen- 
hower issued a Thanksgiving 
proclamation today counseling 
Americans to “be grateful that 
the foundations of freedom in 
our nation grow stronger with 
each passing year, giving hope 
to fettered people. . .” 


In setting aside Thursday, 
November 22 as a day of na- 
tional thanksgiving, the Presi- 
dent called on citizens to pray 
this year “not only in the spirit 
of Thanksgiving, but also as 
supplicants for God’s guidance, 
to the end that we may follow 
the course of righteousness.” 

Eisenhower and some of his 
top aides also began work to- 
day on the President’s annual 
state-of-the-nation message. to! 
be delivered to Congress short-; 
ly after it convenes in January. | 


Ike Confers With Dulles 

In the middle of the day 
Eisenhower drove to Walter 
Reed Army Hospital for a con- 
ference with Secretary of State 
Dulles. 

The state-of-the-union mes- 
sage sets out the President’s 
legislative program for the year 
ahead. Some preliminary work 
on the document has already 
been done in the Government 
departments and agencies that 
make recommendations on 
what it should include.

Saw off hock, place ham in a vessel, cover with cold 
water, and soak for ten hours. Remove from water, scrape 
and clean thoroughly. Place in roaster, skin side down, add 
one inch of water, pour into this one cup of cooking wine 
or one cup of vinegar and one cup of brown sugar.
